A World Gentus. 
NEW OPERA BY PUCCINI. 


ANOTHER SUCCESS BY ONE OF 
- THE GREAT MUSIC MAKERS. 


By Jeanne Redman. 

Signor Puccini has produced a 
new opera. Now Puccini is to opera 
what a five-card suit with three 
honors and one quick trick on the 
side is to bridge, or what H. G. 
Wells ig to novel writing. or what 
Chase ie to portrait painting. A suc- 
Ceasful opera, a sound bid, a six- 
best-seller and a faithful reproduc- 
tion of feature, 

It is remarkable that so much is 
to be said about anything so regular 
as the above-mentioned certainties; 
but to their potentialities there is 
no limit. Puccini is, without ques- 
tion, the most popular composer 
now living, and it wae the premiere 
of his “La Rondine,” 
season at Monte 
Carlo gay in spite of the war. The 

music-loving and society-loving peo- 
ple of Paris and the Continent went 
to Monte Carlo to hear the new op- 
era, and acclaim it another success. 
Puccini really cannot fail. There 
are those who think that he fell 
Gown obviously in “The Girl of the 
Golden West,” which certainly is not 
& Popular opera, but Puccini is not 
one of their number. He thinks it 
quite as good as the rest, unless we 


knows, is by far the best t he 
has ever @one. The “Girl” is quite 
sufficiently Pucciniesque, for the 


composer can be nothing else than 
characteristic; but the combination 
of a Belasco out West story and rica 
Italian music of the modern school 
——Or any Italian echool for all that 
—is as unholy ag ice cream and 
Roguefort cheese. That is not an 
adequate simile: I think the out 

stories of Belasco more cluse- 
ly resemble a Peche Melba set up- 
on a shredded wheat biscuit, while 
for Italian opera we might substi- 
tute Gorgonzola instead of Roque= 
fort The “Girl” was really ghasat- 
ly, with its familiar Puccini crescen- 
di and skillful use of staccato and 
the modern use of harmonics. And 
then those awful words “Where is 
Minnie? “In the other room” 
(sung, not recitative,) 
Gog Johnson from Sacramento!” 
Nothing, of course, could be more 
absurd, unless it is Minnie’s coquetry 
with the aforesaid Johnson wher 
she tells him how her mother loved 
her father and how she will never 
marry until she can love truly, as 
her mother did, and again when she 
tells him that she is not 
enough for him. Johnson has one 
song which ran for a time, the 
homestead one with the lilting ac- 
companiment in sixths, the words of 
which are so besottedly, sentimental. 
Then there wae that little waltz in 
the first act which was agreeable 
not only because the words consist- 
ed almost entirely of “la, la,” bug 
for ita very pleasant rhythm and its 
simplicity. pon the whole, how- 
ever, the “Girl” has been co

It is the finest thing of Puccini's and 
well-liked withal.

Never shall I forget the emotion of 
the opera when I first heard it in 
my own emotional teens. Nothing 
“can surpass it ever.” The adorable 
Bohemian quality of the naughti- 
ness! And the fascinating quartette 
Mimi, Rudolph, Musetta and Marcel. 
This is a story well fitted to be the 
foundation for an opera by Pucrini. . 
The setting ie familiar to him and 
the romantic aspect of the characters’ 
just what he revels in; and how well’ 
he does the consumption! There are 
some arias in “La Boheme” which 
have been done to death, but it is a. 
really thrilling thing of itg kind; a 
thing to gush over and forget how 
occupied we are with being superior 
to Puccini and opera in general. A 
lusciotse feast, which, like all 
luscious feasts, not only appeases 
the appetite, but satiates as well. 

“Mme. Butterfly’ made the most 
instantaneous appeal, and the most 
widespread of any modern opera 
by any composer. The theme is 
one of those about which we can 
sentimentalize at a moment's notice. 
The poor little Japanese girl and the 
white-uniformed naval officer and 
the cherry blossoms are a setting 
well calculated to arouse an Amer- 
ican audience, and when they are 
put into a plot just. sufficiently 
spicy to be entertaining without 
giving the listeners a feeling of 
culpability, the combination ig sure 
to win. “Those things are done 
all the time,” we say, and look 
sorrowful but not ashamed. If 
they were not done, we should look 
ashamed and not sorrowful; that fs 
the distinction without a difference, 
in our moral tone. But to go back 
to Butterfly. Here is an opera 
literally full of operatic gems. There 
are no sections or even phrases | 
which lack melody, and the emo- 
tionalism throughout is irrepres- 
sible. So expressive is the score, 
and so adequate for the story, that 
@ well-versed critic could almost tell 
the plot from hearing the music. 
And the unversed listener can do al- 
most as well. Upon the occasion of 
a recent performance of the opera 
in this city I had a demonstration of 
its expressiveness. During the 
first entr’acte I powdered my nose 
in the women’s dressing-room. 

I meke this observation for the) 
sake of the gentleman who wrote 
me last week of his conviction that 
IT am a man.|And suddenly the col- 
ored maid heaved an enormous sigh 
and said toime: “You'd better go 


back, thers mournful sounds is be- 
ginning @ .”

He is too obvious to inter- 
est them. Take Richard Strauss’ ‘Til 
Pulenspiegel,’ and play it to the 
subtiest critic on earth, and he will 
not visualize the theme or any part 
of its emotion.

EXTILE WORKERS 
USING GARDENS. 


THEY ARE HEDPING TO IN- 
CREASE FOOD SUPPLY. 


t OCPRRESPONDENCE. 
WASHINGTON, May 13.—How 
hundreds of people in the various 
textile mill towns of North and South 
Carolina are prepared “to do their 
bit” toward increasing the food sup- 
ply by successful gardening is told 
by investigators of the Department 
of Agriculture, who have found that 
each of 648 families raised on an 
average $30 worth of food in gar- 
dens containing only about .15 of 
an acre and with an average total 


kept by the people to good advan- 
tage. In these textile mill towns, it 


raised on each gar- 
is considerably in excess of 


taining as far as possible. One com- 
pany employs an expert to demon- 


strate the best for grow- 
ing the products best adapted to 
the region. 

Success in en eS 
found, depen entirely upon the 


industry of the workers. Some fam- 
ilies failed to give their gardens the 
proper amount of attention, and 
raised correspondingly poor crops. 
Others who were more industrious, 
greatly exceeded the average amount 
of food produced. 

Where chickens were kept they 
were found to yield an average net 
return of $1.08 a fowl. also 
were profitable, but were not so nu- 
mé@rous. Many of the people have 
cows. One mill owner puts a pure- 
bred bull at the disposal of his em- 
loyees who own cows, and is build- 
ng up the grade of cattle in this 
way. Tracts of land for community 
pasturage are common.

| One of the most valuable lessons 
of this war is its direction of Amer- 
ican attention to the plain and un- 
pleasant fact that some measure of 
food limitation is required here. We 
must recognize our own needs as in- 
dividuals; and the individual's needs 
vary according to several individual 
factors, such as: age; second, 
size; third, nature and quality of 
work performed, whether sedentary, 
active or. laborious; fourth, condi- 
tions under which the individual 
lives, involving income, tastes, habits 
and other details of environment. 
Here, at first glance of the great 
variety of factors bearing upon every 
individual regime, it becomes ap- 
parent that not all of us are quali- 
fied to decide for ourselves just what 
our food intakes ought to be.

The scheme, like the organization, 
is international in its scope. This 
means that it will carry the e 
of food conservation, with the drive 
of the religious impulse behind it, 
into Canada, Great Britain, Austra- 
lasia, Scandinavia, and the Orient. 
Thus it becomes one added tie to 
intensify the solidarity and interd 
pendence of nations. 

Incidentally, this movement for 
garden patriotism is doing more to 
promofe the simple life, and 
preach the gospel of out-of-door 
exercise, than all the literary propa- 
ganda that has been conducted 
through the years. 

' Nobody may predict results as 
yet, but it is worth while to recall 
that it was Dr. Clark and Christian 
Endeavor that inaugurated the 
Christian citizenship movement 
which has had such notable conse- 
quences, It was also Dr. Clark who 
gave to the endeavorers a few years 
ago the slogan, “A saloonless nation 

1920.” At the time that pros- 
pect seemed “an irridescent dream,” 
but now nothing is likelier. All the 
force of the Christian Endeavor 
movement has been put solidly be- 
hind the effort to eradicate the liq- 
uor business, especially during the 
war. 

WORKING FOR SOLDIERS. 

Mobility ts a characteristic of the 
Young People’s Society of Christian 
Endeavor. It is possible to get quick 
action from them, partly because of 
their youth and impetuous temper- 
ament, and partly, also, because the 
weekly meetings make prompt ac- 
tion easy. Young people are not as 
committed to routine, and not ss 
bound up with many engagements 
as their elders. : 

So the Texas Endeavorers were 
first Into action when the . troops 
were called to the Mexican border. 
They held religious meetings aAmMogE 
them, gave entertainments, provided 
games and comforts, and in various 
ways put the touch of fellowship 
and good will and home and Chris- 
tian influence upon the men at the 
front. 

Great numbers of the soldiers are 
members of the Christian Endeavor 
Society, and special efforts are made 
to keep these young men in touch 
with their home societies. Some of 
the enthusiastic ones gather the 
soldiers themselves into regimental 
les. 

Many of the American warships 
also tain Christian Endeavor or- 
ganiz ‘ons. There is a special de- 
Partment for this work, and itt is 
called “floating endeavor.” Countless 
“comfort bags” have been sent to 
the men aboard ship by Christian 
Fndeavor societies, and-in port cities 
the local endeavorers meetings 
weekly on both naval and mercantile 
versels.

TOKIO (Japan) May 28.—{[To the 
Editor of The Times:] A new Japan 
is being born. It is one of the mira-' 
cles of the world war, like Russia's 
regeneration. The Terauchi gov- 
ernment is a striking phase of the 
change. When Viscount Kato, Mar- 
quis Okuma’s lieutenant, wrecked 
his party on the Gibraltar of China's 
everlasting patience, it was not the 
republic's diplomacy that was re- 
sponsible. The new spirit evoked 
by the European struggle for de- 
mocracy and international square 
dealing was the current that dashed 


demands simply did not jibe with 
the new world sentiment that had 
come to animate the Allies. Why 
Kato, heir to Marquis Okuma's lead- 
ership of Japan’s democracy, did not 
sense this is one of the unsolved 
mysteries of Far East statecraft. 
A second wonder equally inscruta- 
ble is Gen. Count Terauchi’s clear 
intuition of what Viscount Kato ut- 
terly failed to see. Americans, fa- 
miliar with Japan, trembled for 
China when the iron hand which 
had ruled Korea so inflexibly and in 


But the man .of war proved himself 
@ man of statesmanlike vision. He 
saw that Japan was transforming 
China into her most .mplacable foe 
and that the leadership in Asia 
which his nation had been craving 
and dreaming about for a half-cen- 
tury was possible only —s the 
road of friendly service. Even India, 
whose opinion Japan has 
sedulously cultivated, was growling 
at the dog-in-the-manger spirit of 
Kato’e demands. Doubtless also 
from both Britain and America, 
gentile intimations reached the Jap- 
anese government that this trucu- 
lent holding up of the young repub- 
lic was likely to make § trouble. 
Moreover, Terauchi’s repudiation of 
Kato’s foreign policy voiced the 
conscience of his nation, though the 
yellow press and jingoes howled. 
This showed him to be a shrewd iIn- 
terpreter of the mind of his people. 

The most notable movement in 
the Far East since this warrior be- 
came Premier has been the chang- 
ing attitude of Japan towards 
America. Nd man on earth is so 
quick to sense the mind of the other 
fellow and re-echo appropriately as 
the Japanese. When, therefore, 
America’s prejudice against Japan 
began to wane, like bell to push 
button this nation responded in 
harmony: Probably no people ever 
tried more conscientiously or hon- 
estly to win another's friendsh! 
than these earnest Far Eastern fo! 
have done during the past seven 
vears. Did America dread an in- 
flux of Japanese laborers? Presto, 
the exit from the Rising Sun land 
shut inexorably and in the years 
Since the gentlemen's agreement 
was made, not an immigrant, unde- 
sired by Uncle Sam, has gotten 
through. ere the prejudices of 
California stirred by the queer cus- 
toms of the little brown men? A 
stream of lecturers, each bearing a 
name known throughout the empire, 
crossed the Pacific and dinned ‘the 
gospel, “learn American ways,” into 
the hearts of their countrymen. 
Was the chorus, “Japanese never 
can amalgamate” re-echoed by the 
yellow press? It was met by = 
movement starting tn Hawali and 
spreading to the mainiand which | 
led the vast majority of immigrant 
Japanese not only to decide to make 
the United States their permanent 
home, but also to see to it that their 
children born in their adopted coun- 
try were duly registered as Ameri- 
cans and trained for intelligent citi- 
zenship. 

When a large company of persons 
starts such a movement it affects 
the subconsciousness of those at 
whom it ts aimed. So America be- 
gan to alter her view of the Jap- 
anese insefi#ibly.

Council of Churches, 
with Dr. Gulick as its spokesman, 
attacked the dense ignorance of the 
United States on the eubfect of 
Japan and by illuminating the mind 
stirred the public conscience. 

Meantime, Baron Shibusawa, 
Japan's Pierpont Morgan, had In a 
series of personal interviews with 
leading financiers throughout the 
States, interested them in a policy of 
commercial co-operation between 
America and Japan for the friendly 
development of China’s vast re- 
eources. As a_ result, men  “Iike 
Judge Gary have visited the Far 
East and a large programme ts be- 
ing quietly mapped out.

the Central Powers, Japan will be 


the only remaining stronghold of 
bureaucracy among civilized nations. 
The plight of the ruling caste 
here, then, has become an impos- 
sible one. The country is menaced 
with questions, any one of which -is 
enough to threaten revolution. The 
exploitation of labor, the extreme 
poverty of the mass of the people, 
the growing consumption of alcoholic 
liquor, the crushing burdens of mill- 
tarism, the relaxation of moral 
Sanctions, the educational problem 
all press at once for solution. An 
alliance with bona fide democracies 
in crushing out the last remnants 
of aristrocratic privilege and in en- 
throning the people everywhere Is a 
constant rebuke of miuch that the 
makers of modern Japan have been 
bullding up with painstaking care. 
Yet those who know the genius of 
this race best do not acutely fear 
a revolution. The Japanese states- 


men are wise. Fifty years ago they 
swept away feudalism with little or 
no bloodshed and it was done, too, 
on the principle of noblesse oblige.

EXCELS GOGOL’S “THE CLOAK.4;

EDOR DOSTOEBVSKI was 
master of psychology and could 
depict mental anguish in a most 

vivid-manner. Because of his ability 
to portray varying moods his char- 
acters are more poignantly real than 
those found In many another au- 
thor’s books. As an interesting ex- 
ample of this fact, let us compare 
his story, “Poor Folk,” with one 
built upon a similar theme by Gogol, 
entitled “The Cloak.” .

“Poor Folk” and “The Cloak” are 
stories dealing with similar charac- 
ters, occupying the same station in 
life, but their tragedies are handled 
in an entirely different manner. The 
sufferings of the hero of “Poor Folk” 
are more intense because they are 
of the spirit.

On the other hand, consider the 
story of “Poor Folk.” The hero of 
this tale has moved into even more 
wretched quarters so that he may 
apend the extra money thus gained 
for the support of his cousin, 4 
sickly, parasitic individual whom he 
loves. He deprives himself of the 
few little luxuries to which he has 
been accustomed and spends the 
mon on her. He is an object of 
ridicule at his office, but he bears 
the taunts of his fellow workmen 
with equanimity. In the same man- 
ner he endures the cruel remarks of 
his landlady and fellow-lodgers, ex- 
cept when they reflect on the gir! 
across the way. 

Hie only happiness in life con- 
sists in watching the girl at the 
window of her room, as she lives 
just across the court from him, and 
in receiving letters from her. He 
seldom calis on her, for fear his vis- 
its may compromise her. His life 
becomes daily more wretched be- 
‘cause of lack of sufficiently nourish- 


ing food 

In the meantime, the object of 
his adoration, who has been the vic- 
tim of untold trials and tribulations 
during the entire length of her ex- 
istence, decides to marry a man for 
whom she has always expresséd the 
most inveterate hatred. She com- 
municates her intentions to the old 
man, who is heart-broken over her 
decision. Nevertheless, he hides his 
grief when he realizes that his ob- 
jections will have no weight, and 
even buys wedding finery for her in 
order that her health may not be 
jeopardized by shopping in the cold 
air. @he marries and leaves for- 
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which he had in his lonely old life 
fades away. 

The two stories are told in a very 
different manner. “The Cloak” is 
very short, and related more or less 
in a epirit of fun by the author. We 
feel that the writer is ridiculing his 
unhappy old man. He depicts him 
in a rather ludicrous manner at the 
outset, and thus robs him of our 
sympathy, as it is difficult for the 
average human being to feel any- 
thing but mirth for the ridiculous. 
When the poor old man dies, we do 
not feel intensely sorry over this 
tragic ending to what seémed a 
trivial, although, of course, it was 
one of vital importance to the old 
clerk. The donning of the new cloak 
was the one g2la day of his life, 
and hie whole soul had been wrung 
with agony over the garment’s loss. 
But his story has not the pathos and 
pitiful appeal of “Poor Folk.” 

SYMPATHY EXCITED. 

Although the plot of “Poor Folk” 
ia set forth by the artificial means 
of letters, it is told in a sympathetic 
manner such as of which one would 
scarcely think Dostoevski capable. 
Certainly it is a manner which the 
embittered Dostoeveki of later years 
never could have employed. We 
feel the keenest pity for the unhap- 
Py man and we can even spare a 
bit of pity for the weak, silly little 
heroine. It_is in this manner of 
sympathetic handling, and psycho- 
logical insight into character that 
“Poor Folk” d4iffers from “The 
Cloak.” It is just this difference 
which places Dostoevski in the fore- 
most ranks of literature, far a 
Gogol. 

Dostoeveki occupies a position in 
Russian literature equal to that of 
Tolstoy. Indeed, by many he is 
accounted greater than Tolstoy, be- 
cause of his wonderfu! psychological 
studies of pathological types. “Crime 
and Punishment” stands without a 
peer in literature as a minute study 
of the mental] torture and spiritua! 
suffering of a murderer. And this 
quality of analysis and insight into 
i character is plainly shown in “Poor 


Folk,” his very first work, written | 


ever, and the one beam of happiness when he was a poor young student 


in the university. 

Gogol was an older writer who 
had “arrived,” yet the maiden effort 
of an inexperienced student far ex- 


‘|ecelled his story bullt upon a simi- 


lar theme. This was due to the fact 
that Gogol narrated the material in- 
cidents connected with his hero’e 
tragedy, while Dostoevski got down 
under his character's skin, and laid 
bare his soul for us to see. 

This is why it ts so interesting to 
compare the works of these two 
writers, the master and the appren- 
tice, and etudy the quality that so 
clearly indicates the latter's genius

Mr, Hinkle came to Los Angeles 
only a few weeks ago—for the first 
time jin his life, though he was 
born in the northern part of Calli- 
fornia. He hag had a studio in San 
Francisco for several years, where 
he painted several of the decora- 
tions in bulldings at the exposition. 
He studied painting at the Art Stu- 
dents’ League in New York, in the 
Pennsylvania cademy, Philadel- 
phia, and \he six years in 
Paris, where, of course, he worked 
at the Julian under Jean 
what aspiring young American stu- 
dent does not? 

But Clarence Hinkle maintains 
that he owes more to the magic of 
the old masters of the Louvre than 
to the ‘supervision of the modern 
master of the Julian. These he vis- 
ited from day to day, and he copied 
many of their most appealing can- 
vases—the haunting portraits that 
he could not let pass without ac- 
cepting their challenge. And espe- 
clally did he linger near the lovely 
ladies of pad ‘big Bnglishmen, 
Lawrence, nsborough, Copley 
und Raeburn. What distinction and 
what elegance!—the distinction and 
elegance that belong by heritage to 
the most aristocratic class of wome-. 


Mr. Hinkle’s portraits bave much 
distinction, 
though his subjects have been, for 
the most part, women nurtured un- 
der our American democracy. Is it 
all due, then, to t feeling and 


for I hold that a democracy lifts 
up while it levele, Our women are 
very pretty, but they are so “equal” 
to anybody and everybody that they 
have attained to a perfect polse. 
Too, they have the leisure in which 
to practice i. | 

All usage in art becomes, tn time, 
selective. The trained artist chooses 
what he wants and what he needs 
for self-expression, discarding the 
hundred little tricks that he “learnt 
at school.” The tricks were neces- 
sary in the beginning, for they gave 
him dexterity of hand, but he finde 
them in the way when he buckles 
Gown to the serious, business of 
painting pictures. If he is a genu- 
ine artist, and not the mere imitator 
that most so-called artists remain 
to the end of the ~chapter—if, in 
brief, he is a creator—he will play 
and experiment with his materials 
early and late, ever on the lookout 
for the new thing to say and t 
new word in which to say it. 

This, at all events, is the theory 
of Clarence Hinkle, a theory which 
1 am inclined heartily to uphold. 
The searching inventive pale of 
the human race is more triumphant- 
ly displayed by the artist than by 
the builder of the U-boat, for he of- 
fers us more abundant Hfe while 
the other destroys it. After the 
war this truth will be brought home 
with added force, and then we shall 
mourn anew for the artists that 
were slain. 

To Clarence Hinkle, Indeed, the 
whole life of the artist is a series 
of experiments, and when One prob- 
lem is solved there ie always an- 
other—a hundred others—to attack.

If 
art is really a criticiam of life, an 
estimate and an inspiration—and 
who can doubt this?—then it must 
perforce show the thought and 
struggle which is life itself.

Mr. Hinkle’s ideality shows itself 
in various ways, the most pervasive 
and the most easily discovered bein 
that sense for order in life which 
finds expression in the decorative 
in art. Everything that he paints 
has a “scheme” of color, conscious- 
ly or unconsciously worked out, and

BIRTH OF THE IDEA. 


The idea of the industrial fund 
was given birth in Santa Ana by 
James 8. Smart, a leading wholesale 
groceryman. ‘The child of his brain 
was first conceived some years ago 
in Saginaw, Mich., where it was 
adopted and successfully carried out. 

Mr. Smart has added to the pres- 
ent plan all the advantages gained 
by his experience in the application 
of it at Saginaw. The industrial 
fund idea comes to Santa Ana, there- 
fore, with jhe branded “guarantee” 
to work and its adoption there has 
already proved this guarantee with- 
out flaw. 

The vital cog in the operation 
the industrial fund is its investigat- 
ing machine. 

It was at this point in the inven- 
tion of the Santa Ana idea of help- 
ing factories that James Metzgar, 
secretary of the Chamber of Com- 
merce and of the Merchafits’ Associ- 
ation, injected some of his experi- 
ence. 

The city of Santa Ana.is a stro 
believer in commercial organization 
and always has been, and Mr. Metz- 
gar has for a number of years been 
secretary to both its principal busi- 
ness organizations. 

In his official capacity Mr. Metz- 
gar has become conversant with all 
sorts of industrial schemes that. 
have presented themselves to the 
door of Santa Ana. 

Mr. Metzgar is the first line of 
defense in the operative end of Santa 
Ana’s Industrial nd. 

It would be difficult in the opinion 
of Santa Ana business men for a 
bluff or sham to pass the secre- 
tary and here 90 per cent. of the 
unsound propositions presenting 
themselves to sip the elixir of the 
Industrial Fund are downed. 

OTHER BARRIERS. 

But should some clever 
ensnare the confidence of Mr. Metz- 
gar he would only find his victory 
a small one. On the recommenda- 
tion of the secretary he must con- 
front the five members of the Manu- 
factures and Industry Committee 
made up of Santa Ana's picked busi- 
ness men especially qualified to 
make a thorough investigation into 
the fimancial status of strangers. 
These men also determine the ap- 


| Santa Ana furniture man, who is a 
of subscriber to the fund: 


at Santa Ana is evidenced in the 
$60,000 plant of the Mission Wool 
Mills now nearing completion in the 
town and which is the first manu- 
facturing concern to secure its aid.

In the Santa Ana district farming 
has been an undoubted success for 
years, A casual visitor has but to 
take a trip through the district to 
be convinced. Beautiful, clean- 
foliaged trees clothe the land on 
every hand. Verdant alfalfa fielda, 
broad beet and bean fields, truck 


bets, beans, apricots, peaches, olives, 
berries. Besides these there is an 
extensive dairying industry and a 
poultry industry. ge quantities of 
Krain. and aifalfa are produced. 
There are two big sugar factories to 
consume the local beets, creameries 
to buy the local cream, oil factories 
to take the local olives, canneries 
to consume local deciduous 
fruits. 
WATER CONDITIONS. 

Well water is available in all lo- 
calities of the Santa Ana distri 
In the regions soyth and southw 
of the town well shafts penetrate 
artesian water strata at from 300 to 
600 feet and water flows above the 
surface in large quantities. A ten- 
inch well two miles southwest of 
Santa Ana,‘sunk 800 feet, flows con- 
tinuously 150 miners’ inches (ap- 
proximately nine gallons to the 
miner’s inch) throughout al! seasons 
of the year. The top of this well is 
provided with a twenty-eight-inch 
stand pipe, ten feet high and the 
natural pressure of the water carries 
it to an overflow. , Some 50,000 acres 
in the county, inetuding much of the 
territory in the Santa Ana district 
are irrigated by gravity water and 
over 110,000 acres of grain, beet and 
bean lands produce their annual 
crops with the aid of the normal 
rainfall exclusively. 

The Santa Ana City Waterworks 
derives its supply from eight ar- 
tesian wells having an average depth 
of 800 feet each. The plant has a 
value of $225,000 and distri 
its water through thirty miles o 
pipe system to 4100 consumers at 
the rate of $1 per 1000 cubic feet 
consumed. Storage reservoirs con- 
nected with the plant have a capacity 
for nearly 6,000,000 gallons. A pres- 
sure of seventy-five pounds per 
equare inch is maintained at all nor- 
mal times. This can be doubled In 
case of fire. There are 250 fire 
hydrants in the city. The manager 
states that about 2000 more people 
could be accommodated by the pres- 
ent water system in addition to the

With the platting of Calipatria 
April 1, 1914, Imperial Valley peo-

Efforts of the Timken Ranch Com- 
‘pany to grow hemp on a large scale 
/in the Imperial Valley seem crowned 
with success. Last week a contriv- 
ance invented by R. G. Sclichten, 
which is designed to eliminate the 
vegetable matter in the fiber, proved 
equal to the task assigned it at a 
test in El Centro. The crop will be 
cut in about two weeks. 

The Timken ranch officials plant- 
ed 100 acres to hemp, the seed he- 
ing procured from Kentucky. Men 
who are famillar with hemp state 
that the growth of the plants ex- 
ceeds anything they have ever seen. 
The hemp plants constitute a dense 
growth which is almost impossi- 
ble to walk through and are from 
five to aight feet high. The Timken 
ranch is also raising ramie fiber, 
which is used in the manufacture 
of China silk. But ten acres are 
given to the raising of ramie, but the 
crop has been a great success, and 


the average will be increased next 
year. 


Three development projects are 
under way for Porterville and it 
is announced that it is the pur- 
pose of the City Council to carry 
them through this summer and fall.

FIFTY CARS OF PEAS. 


Enormots Increase in Shipments of 
Early Vegetables from Rich 
Valley — Thousand Cars of 
lettuce Next Year is 

Prediction, 


Showing the great advance in the 
industry of raising early vegetables 
in the Imperial Valley, Tom Elliott 
of the Wells-Fargo Company, au- 
thority on this subject, has just 
compiled figures showing that 425 
carloads of lettuce and fifty car- 
loads of green. peas were shipped 
from Brawley alone. 

The business of raising peas on a 
commercial scale is but four vears 
old in the valley. Last year there 
were but ten carloads sent out, 
chiefly to eastern centers, but six 
carloads going to the coast. John 
Nix ted in the shipments, sending 
thirteen carloads. F. H. Speich 
raised ten cars, and Hunt, Hatch & 
Co. ten cars. 

In 1916 the total lettuce output 
of the valley was but twenty-five 
carloads. It is the opinion of ship- 
pers that next year more than 1000 
ears of the delicious yellow-head 
lettuce grown here will be shipped. 


ORANGE GROVE SOLD. 


H. V. Brigh*, capitalist and manu- 
facturer of Cleveland, purchased 
last week twenty acres of Valencia 
oranges known as Valencia Park, at 
Rowland avenue agd Lark Ellen 
street, Covina, one” of the finest 
groves in the Covina Valley.

Public support was 
firmly enlisted for a _ serviceable 
route through Mint Canyon, 
when available county road funds 
were set aside for this purpose, 
there was little opposition from any 
quarter. Thus it came about that 
by making extravagant demands for 
scenic routes over the mountains 
that it did not need, the Antelope 
Valley made certain ef the practical 
utility route to Los Angeles that it 
did need. — 
Having secured a direct outlet to 
a Angeles over a paved traffic 
ighway, the valley people were 
hext confronted with the necessity 
of building trunk highways from 
different parts of their vast terri- 
tory to connect with this all-impor- 
tant thoroughfare. The Mint Can- 
on highway itself runs northward 
hrough Palmdale to Lancaster, 
practically bisecting the part of the 
valley lying In Los Angeles county, 
nd is soon to be carriefl by the 
tate northward to the county line 
as part of the new State highway 
to the Owens River section. To get 
to it with their products, however, 
the farmers and horticulturists of 
the producing areas of the valley 
have been compelled to make long 
hauls over bad roads. With great 
areas being set out in orchard and 
farm all the time, the problem of 
transportation becomes constantly 
more serious. | 

PROPOSED PLAN. 

The Antelope Valley people pro-, 
pose to meet the situation by bufld- 
ing a series of east-and-west trunk 
routes intersecting the Mint Can- 
yon highway at different points be- 
tween the place where the high- 
way emerges into the valley from 
the canyon and the northern county 
line. These new routes will tap ex- 
isting roads all over the valley. 
When they are completed the farm- 
ers and orchardists instead of hav- 
ing to make hauls of as high as 
forty miles over badily-cut-up dirt 
roais to the Mint Canyon highway 
and the valley shipping points, Lan- 
caster and Palmdale, will make for 
the nearest of the radiating trunk 
lines, which will in no case be more 
than a few miles away. 

The Antelope Valley Chamber of 
Commerce, composed of representa- 
tive land dwners from all that part 
of the valley lying within Los An- 
is handling the new 
road programme. The organization 
is making a thorough canvass of the 
district affected and has found great 
enthusiasm for the project in all 
quarters. 

Stirred to action by the need. of 
serviceable highways over which to 
move the crops now bearing and the 
still greater volume of products that 
will coming into bearing in from 
two to five years, the valley develop- 
ers are letting no grass grow under 
their feet. The present condition of 
the county’s finances offering no en- 
couragement of immediate aid from 
the Supervisors, the valley commer- 
cial body is urging that the prop- 
erty owners of the district them- 
selves undertake the construction of 
half. the needed mileage of high- 
wava, counting upon the county to 
finish the work at a future and more 
propitious time. 

Tt ie proposed to call a special 
election in the valley at an. early 
date for the purpose of voting on 
a $400,000 bond issue, which, it is 
e«timated, will be sufficient to cover 
the cost of about fifty of the 100 
miles of new highway decided upon. 
The county will be asked to build 
the rev. of the mileage, dividing its 
appropriation of $400,000 into three 
equal annual installments. one to be 
made next vear, the second in 1919 
and the third in 1920. 

\TAP RIDGE ROUTE. 

The longest of the projected new 
valley arteries is one designed to tap 
the Ridge route of the State highway 
a miles south of Tejon Pass. 
This d, as planned, will run 
straight west from Lancaster for 
eleven milea, then five miles north 
around Antelope Buttes, ard thence 


due west on a line midway between / . 


the foathilis and the Kern county 
line to Quail Lake, where it would 
swing into the Ridge route. The 
new highway will pass through the 
Esperanza district, with its highly- 
developed alfalfa, stock and dairv 
farms; the alfalfa and grain fields 
of the Del Sur. district, the grain 
and almond territory around Fair- 
mont, the Manzana almond district 
and the Neenach grain section. It 
will have a total length of a lit- 
tle over) forty miles. 

Eastward from Isancaster the 
same highway will extend for ten 
miles, thence turning north four 
miles to| the Redman school, which 
is in‘the center of a district that 
has come to be well known for its 
dairy farms and hog-raising indus- 
try. Thig route will pass through 
a well-settled part of the valley and 
will be atcessible to a newer district 
farther qast that is rapidly coming 
into its own, 

From a point on the Mint Can- 
yon highway three miles south of 
Lancaster it is proposed to extend 
another paved route six miles 
straight west to the Quartz Hill dis- 
trict, where a large acreage of Bart- 
lett pears has been planted im the 
past few years. From the Mint Can- 
yon route midway between § Lan- 
easter and Palmdale and about four 
and a half miles from each town 
a highw will run eastward ten 
miles to point a mile east of Lit- 
tle Rock Creek, serving another new 
district that is being set out to both 
pears andjalfalfa. This road, as now 
planned, will terminate within four 
or five miles of the Lovejoy Buttes. 
around which there has been much 
new development in the past year. 

LITTLE ROCK ROUTE. 


The southern end of the valley is 
to be opened up by a highway. ex- 
tending south and east from Palm- 
dale to a point within a few miles 
of the | Bernardino county line. 
Eventually it is planned to carry the 
route on to the county boundary to 
connect with a highway running on

And as the food proDlem 
is at the present time attracting such at- 
tention, it may be opportune to reiate how 
the use of coffee originated and found its 
Way into our households. 
How the Coffee Got Its Name. 


Coffee takes its name from Kaffa, a dis-: 
trict of Abyssinia where it came from and 
Where it still grows in a wild state. The 
siory that in the fifteenth century afi 
Arab herder of goats, haying noti¢ed that 
his animals, after browsing om thé leaves 
end berries of certain bushes, became ex- 
ceedingly lively and playful, was prompted 
by curtosity to chew a quantity of these 
berries. He found them of pleasing taste 
and that they had the same refreshing and 
stimulating effect upon him. Having told 
other herders of this, they tried them in 
various ways, until it was finally discovered 
that the best results could be obtained by 


beans In bolling water, which ytelded an aro- 
matic beverage of pleasing taste, whith 
greatly refreshed and-«timulated. 

The use of this beverage spread through- 
out Arabia and presently pilgrims return- 
ing from Mecca and Medina drought it into 
Egypt. They called “kahwah/’ or 
“ceahue,” and it became very popular, From 
Egypt it passed to Constantinople, and here 
it struck its first snag. It aroused the ant- 
mosity of fanatic “mulahs,” or priests, who 
became incensed against the newly-opened 
coffee houses because they proved such an 
attraction to the faithful that they neglected 
to attend the “moshees” for the prescribed 
prayers.

The first public coffee- 
house, opened in Veni¢e of St. Mark's 
Square, in 1615, was called “Cafe Florian,”

From Venice the use of cofige spread over 
Italy and reached Rome, where it again be- 
came the victim of religious fanaticism, 
which almost cansed its banishment from 
Christendom. 

Fanatic priests appealed to Pope*Clement 
VIII to hye the use of coffee forbidden 
among Christiats,. denodticing it as an in- 
‘vention of Satan. They claimed that Satan, 
having forbidden “his followers, the infidel 
Moslems, ‘the ‘wée of wine, no doubt be- 
cause it Was sanct{fied by Christ and used 
in the Holy-Communion, had given them as 
substitite: this hellish’ black ‘brew of his 
they called coffee, afd therefore for Chris- 
tians.to drink this coffee subjected them to 
the rigk ot Pulling into a trap of Satan to 
endangef theif souls. 

The Pope, made curious’, desired to see 
this Satan's drink, and they had some made 
and brought it to him. The aroma of it was 
so pleasant and inviting that the Pope was 
tempted to try a cup, and after drinking it 
he exclaimed: “Why, this Satan's drink is 
so delicious, it would be a pity to let the 
iufidel§. have the exclusive use of ft. We 
will fool Satan by baptizing it and making 


. making a strong infusion of the roasted it a truly Christian beverage.” 


This, whatever harmfulness its opponents 
try to attribute to coffee, the fact remains 
that it has been baptized and proclaimed 
unharmful, and a:“traly Christian bever- 
age,” by Hig ‘Holiness the Pope. 

It was, however, in England that coffee 
miet its Waterloo and was banished for quite 
a long time. And not through | ‘religious 
fanaticism this time, but — domestic 
despotism, 


The first coffee had to Lon- 
don from Smyrna by an English merchant 
named Daniel Edwards, who made his Greek 
servant Pasqua prepare some every day to 
offer to the friends who called upon him. 
The callers, however, became so numerous 
_in consequence of. the -rapidiy-spreading 
news of this new drink that Edwards... find- 


hit upon<the plan of opening a public cof- 
fee-house and putting it in charge of the 
servant, Pasqua. It was situated at New- 
man Court, Cornhill, and was called the 
“Virginia Coffee-house.” It proved such an 
attraction that soon quite a number of oth- 
érs sprung up all over the city, where the 
gentiemen of the time congregated and 
passed the days and the evenings sipping 
coffee and talking over current events. 

- This brought about the downfall of these 
coffee-houses. For, ag they, like the saloons. 
of the present day, were not open to la@ies, 
the jealousy and ire of the fair sex was 
aroused against them. They got together 
and presented a petition to the Lord Pro- 
tector Cromwell..which still exiéte in the 
archives under the title of “Women's Peti- 
tion Against Coffee.” In thie petition they 
demanded the closing and abolishing of all 
coffee-houses, claiming that the same kept 
the husbands away from the'’r business. and 


from their homes and families, and thereby 


undermined domestic peace and felicity. 

Moreover, they asserted, the use of this new 
bevérage, coffee, destroyed the strength and 
vitality of the husbands and rendered them 
as sterile as the g@nmds of Arabia, from 
where this accursed beverage originated, 
and if its use were not forbidden it would 
reduce the robust English race to a race of 
miserable pygmies. 


To such eloquent denouncement Crom- 
well had to yield, and in 1674 a law was 
passed Olosing all coffee-houses and forbid 
ding the introduction of coffee into Eng- 
land, and it was not until after the reign of 
Chartes Il that this prohibition was revoked. 
It is no doubt on account of this that coffee 
never became as segnex. in England as in 
other countries.. 


The Sensation of. Paris. 


To Paris the first coffee was brought by 
the Turkish Ambassador, Soliman Aga. He 
invited«King Louis “XIV anhd- his court to 
his richly-appointed apartments and had 
coffee, then unknown to them, served in 
beautiful porcelain cups by Nubian servants. 
The nqgvelty created such a-sensation that 
the Turkish Embassy became *the rendez- 
vous of the most elegant society and Cotten 
became the favorite court drink. . 


In 1671 the first public coffeée-house in 
France was opened in Marseilles, and others 
followed. However, the use of coffee would 
soon have died ouf fn- France en account 
of the excessively high price charged for 
the same by the merchants wie brought it 
from the Orient had it not, been that other. 
merchants, from St. Malo, sent their ships 
around the Cape .of Good “Hope to fetch 
home several cargoes of coffee direct from 
Arabia. This broke the monopoly and re- 


duced the price, so that coffee soon became - 


as popular in France as in other countries. 
Into the Germanic countries coffee found 


its way through an incident at the siege of 
Vienna by the Turks in 1663. The Polish 


King, John Sobieski, had come with his 
army to relieve Vienna and had routed the 
Turks and raised the siege. In the tent of 
the Pasha was found a large quantity of 
coffee, which fell as booty to a soldier named 


he. employed to make

it: the Turkish 
Pasha’s own coffee maker, who had been 
made prisoner and whom he had ransomed, 
the coffee he served was exceedingly good 
and he was much patronized. To this day 
the Vienna coffec-hpuses have a reputation 
for the excellence-of their coffee. 


Use of Coffee Spread. 


- The use of coffee gradually spread over 
the rest of Europe. To the Scandinavian 
countries jn the north and to Spain and 
Portugal in the south, and from Spain it 
was brought to the West Indies and the 
Spanish-American colonies. It was from the 
West Indies that coffee was first tmtro- 
duced info the United States, 

Fifty years ago the tota! annual consump- 
tiom-of coffee in the United States amounted 
to about one and one-half million bags of 
132 pounds each, or 198,000,000 pounds. “To- 
day it exceeds 7,000,000 bags, or more or 
less 925,900,000 pounds.

In. 1832 England, to ber own great advan- 

‘tage, did away with that gigantic monopoly, 
the East India Company, which for more 
than two centuries had controlled her China 
and India trade. Just before that .im- 
portant change, three little British schoon- 
ers had begun carrying opium from India to 
China. They found & so lucrative that in 
one year (1833) one of them had sold opium 
te the value of more than $1,500,000. This 
attracted the attention of American mer- 
chants in China and two of them—we are 
obliged to admit the truth—put five clipper 
schooners into the trade, which became 
known as opium clippers. 
By 1887 Britain acknowledged the swu- 
periority of the American merchant marine, 
but did not build her first clipper until two 
yeara.later, and then only a schooner “to 
compete with the paddie steamer between 
Aberdeen and London. 

Up to the time when the East India Com- 
pany lost its power,‘oply small American 
craft had been clipper-biilt, but that year 
Isaac MeKim Of Baltimore had a full grown 
ship tonstructed on the same lines as the 
Baltimore clippers.

‘of the wholé three ingredients to short sea- 
son crops ig quite as intelligent and much 
more practical than an attempt to apply one 
or two of the ingredients because they rep- 
resent minimum supplies in the soil. There 
are of course exceptions to such a rule, as 
for instance in the application of bone meal 
to wheat and other grains which are prin- 
cipally interested in obtaining nitrogen ani 
phosphoric acid for the production of grain, 
and are not 8o greatly benefitted by potash 
which eventually lodges largely in the 


straw, retiring from the ripening grain. In 


orchard work, however, there is always a 
question arises as to the economy of mixing 
these materials, and it is wholly a question 
of economy, because the materials are not 
any better for being mixed. In orchard 
work the grower has various times and sea- 
sons at which he may apply any of the fer 
tilizing materials, and it may even be that 
the feeding of his trees may be more intel- 
ligently carried out by the application of in- 
gredients at times best suited to the use of 
the plant. As I have discussed this before 
in these columns I will not enter into it 
now, further than to say that it should have 
full weight in considering the question of 


mixing of fertilizers. 


Fertilizer Secrets.

Some fertilizer companies lay consider- 
able stress on their methods 6f mixing their 
output of fertilizers, which they pretend is 
a profound secret. These methods are most 
commonly baged upon the sweating process, 
and the results produced by them are 
mainly economical and in the interest of the 
manufacturer; first, by mixing the ingre- 
dients with a knowledge of their behavior 
in the presence of moisture, and allowing 
them to stand or be worked over as re- 
quired, until the sweating and heating is ac- 
complished, they can then be safely screened 
or sieved and put into bags with little or 
no danger of their caking; second, it allows 
the manufacturer to use more of less insol- 
uble or unavailable materials, which during 
the sweating and beating process and ‘un- 


‘der the influence of some materials in the 


mixture, become dissolved or partially so, 
so as to be available. Thus cheap material 
is made marketable. To carry On such an 

operation requires some knowledge of oe iam 
istry and physics,.as one of the most im- 
portant elements of plant food is nitrogen, 
and it may be thrown out during the heat- 
ing and sweating process if the material 
containing it is mixed with other material 
which can affect it. The best plan for mix- 
ing materials which are already in a proper 
condition to yield up their fertilizer ingre- 
dients, or plant food, is to grind them to 
gether, which makes the most intimate mix- 
ture imaginable. This grinding gives a 
more even admixture of the materials, so 
that an analysis of one bag would be about 
the same as another. If fertilizers are not 
properly mixed a sample of any one bag 
may be. found not’ t correspond with the 
guarantee of the lot. This is one of the 
reasons in sampling fertilizers ten or twenty 
bags in each hundred are sampled to be 
mixed together to. get an average of the

-This is .not, however, always 
practical, particularly where farmers re- 
quire to use large amounts #4 have not 
the extra labor, time and facilities for prop- 
erly mixing the materials. In applying fer- 
tilizers in small amounts of 100 to 300 or 
pounds, where they have to be drilled 


every bag of which was tagged with a guar- 
antee of the same analysis. The analyses 
varied-so greatly that they could be looked 
upon as representing the analysis of the lot. 

Yet a sample taken from every seventh bag 
of this lot and mixed up shows an analysis 
approximately even with the tag guarantee. 
As this was a mixed fertilizer it is clear 
that the mixing was very indefinitely ac-

being from organic material carrying a 
little ammonia salts. Four hundred pounds 
of nitrate of soda would represent the nitric 
nitrogen, 125 pounds of high grade driefl 
blood would give the organic nitrogen, the 
two together making the fertilizer show the 
amount of nitrogen to equal 4 per. cent. 
Four hundred pounds of high grade double 
superphosphate would give enough available 
phosphoric acid to represent 9 per cent. of 
the fertilizer. One hundred pounds sulphate 
of potash would give more than sufficient 
potash to represent 2 per cent. We have 
now 1025 pounds of materia) carrying sufii- 
cient plant food to represent in a ton 9 per 
cent, available phosphoric acid, 4 per cent. 
nitrogen and 2 per cent. actual potash, we 
must therefore find 975 pounds to complete 
the ton. In using such a fertilizer we 
should know exactly what other materiais 
entered into thig to make the ton, and how 
much there was of each of them. I am not 
raising the question as to whether these 
other materials may be valueless, but as to 
whether or not they may be beneficial: also 
if we know what the materials are and the 
amount of each composing the. whole fer- 
tilizer, we are better able to judge as to 
~ the economy of our purchasing the fertilizer 
or the materials to represent it. Perhaps 
nothing so forcibly. impresses upon. our 
minds the economy and gopd sense of pur- 
chasing the plant food on the unit. basis, 
whether it is in a mixed fertilizer or in a 
simple material. Available phosphori¢ acid 


is no more available because it happens to . 


be mixed up with some different material 
than that from which it is derived. Avail- 


able phosphoric acid is not worth any more 


to us from one material than from another, 
except in that from the condition of our 
soil which we should know, it may be more 
economy that the availability be represented 
by citric soluble rather than water solublé 
phosphoric acid, and we may say the same 
thing of the nitrogen, as the only difference 
in ite value to us is that it may be quickly 
or slowly soluble or perishable as the case 
may be, and may therefore better suit our 
method of feeding our plants or the condi- 
tions of our soil. As, however, these dif- 
férent conditions of plant*food may be ob- 
tained from several materigis, it is ndt dif- 
ficult for us to judge as to what materials 
we may purchase ft-fram.

The Stockbridge Theory. 


It is.not feasible to hand out formulas for 
the arbitrary mixing of fertilizers, except 
so far as the ingredients or elements of the 
fertilizer are concerned. [If we lay aside 
the question of plant food in the soi] and 
consider it more in the light of wild pas- 
turage, we then accept the Stockbridge the- 
ory, which ignored the inherent fertility of 
the soil and came down to the simple propo- 
sition. of supplying the principal ihgredients 
that must be brought from the soil of which 
the plants and their fruit congist. Under 
this plan of varying the proportions of the 
plant. food ingredients in a fertilizer, we 
are directing our efforts to qualifying ‘the 
products. We may seek qualities which ex- 
perience shows cah be intensified by the use 
of phosphoric acid, or nitrogen, potash, time 


such as magnésium, Manganese and fron. A 
formula for‘fertilizing suggests distinct pro- 
portions of nitrogen, phosphoric acid, potash 
and lime, but it cannot jay down the quan: 
tity of any one or all of these ingredients. 
Some must guide in the

Basis of Commercial Formulae. 


Taking a plant many of our readers aré_

cent. by potash,.20 per cent. by phosphoric 
acid, and 41% per cent: by lime. Here 
then is the ground work from which to re 
con the feeding of the tree. If we find that. 


any one of these ingredients. being ine . 


creased in Intensity in the fruit will add to 
its quality, we will logically increase thd 
percentage of that ingredient, and perhaps 
lower some of the other imzredients in our 
formula, If we find that any one of these 
ingredients eah increase the quantity of the 
fruit we could Increase. the amount of that 


inigredient in the fertilizer but not decrease . 


the percentage of the others. Having ar 
rived at a formula which yields the results 
that we desire as far as quality ts con- 
cerned, before we undertake to change that 
formula we should naturally increase the 
total guantity of the application if we dev 
sire to Increase the quantity of the crop.

It has to be filtered 
again and again, until it is-as white as the 
sugar sold in our stores. The filtering ‘is 

e in great tanks filled with charred 
boties, ground sd that they look like gun- 
powder. This stuff is known as bone black. 
It takes the coloring matter and other im- 
purities out of the sirup and makes it as 
white as alcohol when it comes from the 
still. Bone black is costly, but the refinery 
uses 2,000,000 pounds of it every twelve 
months. Ag the sirup goes tprough the 
fiters it grows lighter: and lighter, until 
‘at the end it fs as clear as the purest spring 
water.

It is interesting to see them pack sugar. 
The plant has machines that make paper 
boxes, and fill them at the rate of a hundred 
a minute, pasting and markin: each box, 
without the touch of a hand. Other. ms 
chines are used for flling\bags of all sizes, 
down to the one or two pound packages solid 
in, the stores. The sugar is weighed by ma- 
chinery, diré the tops of the bags are sewed

It is the game in packing the sugar inboxes 
of various sizes, and putting it up into bar 
rels. 

Even the counting of the barrels and pack- 
ages’ is done by machinery. A record 1s

-The. Winter Garden is famous for origtnal 
and surprising effects and the new show has 
one that wil] add to this reputation. The 
scene is that of a football game in the Yale 
bowl The playérs occupy the front of the

the stadium; tiers and tiers of faces rising 
As the game pro- 
ceeds whole sections of these spectators rise 
with wild cheers and waving of pennants. 
It is a wonderful effect and one that causes 
endless comment, Your amazement will be 
greater if you know how it is achieved. A 
wooden framework measuring about sixty 
by forty feet is let down to form the back 
of the stage. In this framework are hun- 
dreds of rows of little wooden figures, 35,000 
of them altogether. On each one of these 
figures is pasted a slip of white paper only 
about half an Inch in length. The slips are 
attached only at the lower edge, leaving the 
rest of each slip loose.

Every one in the audiences that have gone 
to see and to laugh at “Nothing bat the 
Truth” remembers the clock in the second 
and third acts. That clock is a mighty im- 
portant member of Mr. Collier's company. 

It is a real timepiece; no fake about it. 
But if you will take out your watch in the 
third act and keep tab on the two you will 
discover that the, clock can.beat you every 
time. It goes forty-five minutes while your . 
watch goes ghly thirty-five; or perliaps 
forty. 

You and your fellow auditors are respon- 
sible for this. If you cold be counted on 
to laugh just so often and just so long, the 
clock could be left to its own devices, But. - 
the trouble is that a Saturday night crowd 
may laugh more than the one on Monday 
night does. Or some hysterical Wednesday 
matinee woman may delay the stage action 
for a minute or two. 

You never can tell within five minutes, of 
even more, just how much time will be used 
up. The scene is supposed to begin at 3:25 
in the aftergoon. But the whole point of the 
play would be spoiled if the clock chimed 4 
too soon,

1887, a dark period 
in. Irish history. | 

There he displayed his deyotion to duty, 
his high ideals for Ireland's . economic 
future and his sincere desire to offer some- 
thing that would be a cure and not a mere 
pal¥ative for the political and economic ills 
of Ireland. 

Balfour's appointment came as a shock 
to his Unionist associates. It seemed: in- 
credible that the “elegant and indolent Bal- 
four” should accept a place that had 
wrecked, both physically and politically, a 
number of the most intelligent and intrepid 
statesmen of the century. — 

While his friends trembled alike for his 
personal and political safety, Parnell smiled

But they were quickly 
and happily reassured when they saw him 
standing courteous, smiling. wholly at his 
ease. There was a shade of raillery in 
look and tone as he took no notice of the 
insults that had accompanied the question, 
but contented himself with coldly demon- 
strating that the inferences on which the 
question was based were not founded in 
truth. It wags brief and scintillating, like 
the parry of a practiced blade. 

At the outset the Irish party referred to 
Balfour as “the faded lily,” “the sick 
spider” and “daddy: -long-legs;” other 
epithets more coarsely insulting were also 
used. He displayed the same indifference 
to the abusive attacks of the Irish Natjonal- 
ists that he has displayed during the last

Balfour stated his policy clearly and fear- 
lessly as follows: “In that which touches 
repression, I shal] be as pitiless as Crom- 
well. In reformg I shall surpass Parnell.” 

The new secretary for Ireland soon be- 
came convinced that the real Irish question 
was an agrarian question. Ireland was dy- 
ing of hunger. To solve the Irish question 
it was necessary to establish industries to 
feed the Irish people. There must be an 
increase in production, a well fed Ireland 
would be a contented Ireland. The surest 
way to stop pillage by the peasants would 
he to make of each a petty land owner; 
they would not destroy their ewn property, 

In short, the Balfour solution ef the Irish 
He secured 
the support of Parliament in a plan to ex 
tend government aid to Irish tenants in the 
purchase of the land they tilled.

enabled the farmers to buy the land at but 
littie more than the former rental price.

Under the new Cabinet, formed by Lloyd 
George, Balfour became Secretary for State 
for Foreign Affairs, and it is in that capacity 
that he visited the United States: He was 
welcomed to office by all but the Northcliffe 
press. Some of his shafts of sarcasm, more 
piercing than the most gross abuse, have 
left wounds there that will never heal. But 


“he was not in the leagt affected by these 


personal attacks; he treated the Northcliffe 
outbursts with the same biting contempt 
that had characterized his attitude toward 
the Irish nationalists thirty years before. 


Balfour is aging rapidly. He is now in 
hig seventieth year; but the world is moving 
forward with magic strides. It is possible 
that this “elder statesman” may yet live to 
see the realization of a great hope by which 
he has been obsessed for thirty years, a 
hope for an offensive and defensive alliance 
between the greatest empire and the 
greatest. republic that humanity has-ever 
created. aS 


If he were seeking revenge for pabt political 
affronts his gratification would be complete. 
No man in Bnglich politics had been more 
bitter_in his attacks on Balfour than Lioyd 
George; but when the latter was called upon 
to form a Cabinet at the time when the 
wreckage of the British empire was threat- 
ened he turned from his Socialist and Labor 


allies and made a personal plea to Balfour — 


to take the post of danger and of honor, that 
of Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs. 
Future historians may draw inferences 
that are not permissible at the present time 
from the fact that just three months after 


Balfour assumed charge of foreign affairs in. 


the British Cabinet, the United States had 


aligned itself with the Entente Powers - 


against the common enemy.
